•Washington, May 12.— Hon. James 


,W. Lee's testimonybeforethe industrial 
commission was devoted to the effect 
of trusts upon the producer and upon 
labor, dealing exclusively with the oil 
business. He said the aim of the trust 
was to get a complete monopoly of 
business, fixing the price as it may 
please, and leaving little or no profit to 
the producer. In illustration, he said 
the Standard Oil company had main- 
tained the price for crude oil at 65 
cents per barrel for a year, and that 
for the ten years prior to 1895 the price 
paid had averaged only 80 cents per 
barrel, whereas the average cost of 
production was not less than $1. 


Mr. L*e was quite confident that the 


general effect of trusts was injurious 
to labor. 
The effect was to deprive 


laborers of competition, of chance of 
employment -when thrown out of work 
and to make them 
subservient and 


£66rel* citizens. 


As a means of prevention of trusts 


Mr. Lee suggested a law making de- 
structive competition a criminal of- 
fense. He thought the fear of impris 
onmeat would 
intimidate . some o: 


them. Nothing had dgie so mucji _ai 
destructive competition to prevenl 
progress and fairness. The law could 
be passed by the states, and in case of 
'prosecution prices charged for years 
could h» trsed as evidence. He would 
also suggest that the capital of all cor- 
porations, except those of a public na- 
ture, should be limited to 11,000,000. 
He thought that something of this kind 
'•was necessary,' and that if a remedy 
•was not found the country would be 
ruined by combinations of capital det- 
rimental to the public interests. Under 
the present conditions personal ambi- 
tion was stifled, and many men were 
being kept out of business because, of 
the existence of these combines.

It Turned Over When Three Men 


Were on the Ladders. 


first ran the ladders up against the 
building, and practiced en it for 
some time. 


They then lowered the ladders so 


they would pass under the telephone 
wires, and moved it out in the street. 
The ladder was then elevated at

INTERNALLY 
INJURED 


While the Third Had His Leg Broken 


—Claude West, Chas. Huels and 


John Collins tha Injured Hen. 


Three members of the Seventh 


street fire department were seriously 
injured at the engine house this 
morning. 


They were John Collins, who has 


his left leg broken, his head out and 
bruised and his upper lip split open; 
Chas. Huels, whose left arm was dis- 
located and who was badly braised; 
and Claude "West, who was perhaps 
the most seriously injured of all. 
He has not a mark on him, but was 
badly shaken up and seems to be in- 
jured internally. He complains of 
pains in his chest and side. 


That " little red wagon " was the 


cause of the accident. 
The men 


were practicing with it and had the 
ladder elevated at right angle to 
the wagon, when it tipped over on 
its side, throwing the ladders and 
the three men on it to the ground. 


The accident occurred^about half 


pait Dine o'clock. 
Chief Cropper 


had giTen orders to the Seventh 
street crew to ran the Babcock hook 
and ladder track, popularly known 
M " The Little Bed Wagon," out in 
front of the engine house, and prac- 
tice on the ladders.

east. It was directly over the front 
wheel of the truck. 
The ladder 


reached 40 feet up into the air, the 
95 foot extension ladder not being in 
position. The ladder was at an aonte 
angle and was not tilted very much, 
all the men agreeting on the point. 


At loon as the ladder wan in posi- 


tion Claude West, the electrician, 
ascended the ladder, going to the 
top rung. He was followed by Pipe- 
man John Collins, who had gone 
about half way up when Charles 
Huels started up. The wagon began 
to Bway back and forth, and Chief 
Cropper noticing this called to the 
men to come down. They imme- 
diately started^to descend from the 
ladder. 


The warning was too late, how- 


ever. The wagon slowly but surely 
began to go over. 
Chief Cropper 


and Firemen Brown, Phillips and 
others ran to the wagon and en- 
deavored to check the wagon. They 
hrew their weight oa it but could 
not check its fall. 


The wagon began to fall slowly at 
list, and then went over with a 
rush, falling on its side. The ladder 
with Its human load struck the earth 
with a terrible crash, the ladder 
breaking near the wagon. None of 
the men jumped. 


Tender hands at once carried the 


injured firemen In the house and 
physicians were summoned. West 
who was almost at the top of the 
ladder, was unconscious and did no 
revive for ten minutes. Collins was 
groaning from a broken leg, bu 
pluckily smiled at the men who car 
ried him from the wreck. Young 
Huels tried to get up, but fell back 
ward in a dead faint - aud did no 
move for some minutes. 


A number of physicians were soon 


on the scene and examined the in 
juries of the men. They found tha 
West's chest and back were injured 
He was spitting blood and there wa 
every evidence that he had been In 
jured internally. John Collins1 righ 
leg was broken above the knee, hi 
left leg badly bruised and his uppe 
lip cut; Chas. Huels1 left wrist t 
sprained and he was generally 
bruised. It is feared he was injure 
internally. 


Stretchers were hastily secure 


and the men were removed t« thel 
homes in the patrol wagon. la tb 


t the engine house. 
The members of the flre depart- 


ment were interviewed as to the 
anse of the accident/They state, 
without exception, that the ladder 
was securely fastened, and that in 
no respect was there any careless- 
ness on the part of anybody. The 
adder was elevated almost straight 
up In the air, and the weight of the 
men *eemed to overbalance the 
ruck and caused It to turn over. 
Watchman Fagins, who has been 
u the department ever since the 
wagon was purchased, states that 
he old fire department had fre- 
quently • used the wagon with the 
adder at the same elevation and 
josition. The day' the department 
was turned over to the present force, 
the ladder was put up in the same 
position on the lower Market square 
and three of the old firemen ascend- 
ed it in safety. This morning, how- 
ever, fate willed it that the wagon 
should tip over. The three men who 
were on the'ladder were all light 
weights, none of them weighing over 
145 or 150 pounds. 


Chief Cropper stated that in no 


way were his men responsible for 
the accident. They had carefully 
adjusted the ladders and fastened 
them correctly. The accident was 
due' to the wagon which was too 
light and would not bear the weight 
of the men on the ladder, and would 
not do what its builders said that it 
would do. 


The explanation of the accident is 


that " The Little Red Wagon " is a 
regular hoodoo, and the fact that the 
city was hoodooed grows more ap 
parent every day. If the ladden 
could ever be used to_ advantage 
they would have to be used in posi 
tion in which they were this morn 
ing, and then there would always be 
danger of just such an accident as 
crippled three of the firemen. It is 
almost impossible to get the wagon 
in position to use the ladder length 
wise with the wagon. 
' 


The ladder which broke seems to 


be defective. One side broke square 
off even, the iron supports break 
ing clean. The other side splintered 
and the supports bent. 


The "Bed Wagon "ought to be 


chopped up for kindling wood. Tha* 
Is the easiest eolation of the hoodoo 
It can never be aaed to advantage 


here and if it has any merits, they 
Will not come into play in this city. 
Chop it up, run it in the river or give 
it to the park committee to ornament 
Tracy park—any old thing to get rid 
of it. , 


Late this afternoon all of the men 


were reported as resting easy. Huels1 


back is troubling him considerably. 
The attending physician says that 
West's back is badly wrenched, but 


e hopes that he has not suffered in- 
ernal injuries.
